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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Mont Vernon: 


In my last two annual reports, I expressed my judgment that 
our schools had been unexceptionably well taught and profita- 
ble, and with equal confidence, I advance the opinion, that our 
school fund for 1883 has been judiciously expended. Our 
schools have been as intelligently taught and successfully manag- 
ED as in any preceding year, and this latter will be conceded to 
be not the least important or difficult part of the the teachers’ 
work. None who fail in school management can be successful 
in this profession. . 

This is an age of large expenditures for public instruction and 
improved methods of teaching are demanded. Earnest educa- 
tors through the entire continent are discussing and testing new 
processes, aiming at more practical teaching. Reform and pro- 
gress are the watchwords, and it is believed that the day is not 
remote when a revolution will be effected in this educational 
method of our schools. 

There have been made no changes in school books in use 
here during the past year. The Franklin Series of Readers 
have been used here for many years, and the Committee believe 
the time has arrived, when a change might be advantageously 
made. 
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CENTER SCHOOL. 


W. S. A. STARRETT, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


The Committee sought the services of Miss C. E. Page, 
whose success in this school was noted last year. Failing in 
this, we engaged Miss Carrie M. Cochran, of Francestown, a 
teacher of 20 years experience. She taught through the year 
and did excellent work. The marked feature of her instruction 
was its thoroughness. The school was drilled in each division of 
the test book until the subject was mastered, so there should be 
no occasion to repeat the work. The drill in common fractions 
during the Fall, and in decimals during the Winter term of 
young pupils illustrated the skill and fidelity of their teacher. 
The school was well governed. The interest of the children 
and their decided progress, secured for Miss C. the well merited” 
favor of the parents. At North Weare where she last taught 
before coming here, she was retained for several years, and the 
desirability of recalling a teacher so well-skilled next year 
would probably not be questioned by any sending children to 
the Center School whose preference should decide the selection | 
of the teacher. 


SOUTH S@HOOL... 
JESSE R. WILKINS, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Bertha I. Sawtelle, of Amherst, who taught here last 
Winter, was employed for the first and second terms. Deciding 
not to teach the present Winter, she retired at the close of the 
Fall term. Her work here the present year, was what was ex- 
pected from her former efficiency in this school. The excellent 
order and advance in study were satisfactory to the committee. 
Miss Emma F. Trow, of Mont Vernon, taught the Winter 
term. This was her second term in this vocation. Her work 
was so acceptable to the district, that it is understood that an 
effort will be made to secure her next year. Miss T. is well

equipped in scholarship. The clearness of her method in teach- 
ing arithmetic was especially noted. The committee suggest- 
ed, that more stringent discipline would have been an improve- 
ment, but believe that this would be rectified on further trial, 
and cordially commend her as a progressive teacher whom 
added experience will render a most valuable one. 


EAST SCHOOL. 


THOMAS MC QUESTON, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Susie S. Stiles, of Mont Vernon, was employed both 
Summer and Fall terms. Miss Stiles has been a teacher for the 
last thirteen years, and has deservedly an excellent reputation. 
It is fortunate for this district, that her duty to her surviving 
parent requires her residence here, and it will be wisdom to se- 
cure her services in this capacity for successive years. The 
school was adinirably conducted. The pupils loved their teach- 
er and made marked progress. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


WM. H. MARVELL, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, 


Miss Helen L. Proctor, of Amherst, taught both terms of 
this school. Her * experience in teaching commended her, and 
she made a good beginning. The school was small, but the 
few in attendance made good proficiency. She aimed at suc- 
cess, was industrious and vigilant and attained her object. The 
Amherst board of education, justified by her work here, gave 
her a school in that town for the Winter, and a favorable report 
of her labor there, may be expected. | 


WEST SCHOOL. 
GRANVILLE C. AVERILL, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Mrs. Eliza Millay, of this town, taught Summer and Fall. 
Mrs. M. is an old teacher, having taught for years in an adjoin- 
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ing county. Her management of this little school was judicious. 
She was kindly sympathetic in her intercourse with pupils, but 
insisted upon obedience, securing it, save in a single instance, 
where a lad of “larger growth” declining to obey wholesome 
school law, left, for the comfort of teacher and remaining 
pupils.
